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DETAILED ACTION 
Formal Matters 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 
The examiner thanks Applicants for clearly clarifying in the record that, in independent 

claims 1, 7, 18, and 38, the conductive material of the second thin film of the upper electrode is 
the same as that of the first thin film of the upper electrode. As such, claim 4 shall be deleted, or 
amended so as to be in proper dependent form, or rewritten so as to be in independent form 
because claim 4, being dependent upon claim 1, fails to further limit the subject matter of a 
previous claim, which is claim 1, and thus is of improper dependent form. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious an organic light emitting device 

and a method of fabricating thereof having all exclusive limitations as recited in claims 1,7, 15, 
18, 24, and 38, comprising a substrate; a lower electrode on the substrate; an organic thin film 
layer on the lower electrode; and an upper electrode on the organic thin film layer; the upper 
electrode either: having a first thin film layer and a second thin film layer, the first thin film and 
the second thin film having the same conductive material, or: having a conductive electrode 
material and a first surface and a second surface which second surface being further from the 
organic thin film layer;; the first thin film having a grain density or grain size different from that 
of the second thin film; and either: the conductive electrode material having an increasing grain 
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density and decreasing grain size as a function of the distance from the substrate, or: a density of 
the conductive electrode material at the first surface being less than a density of the conductive 
electrode material at the second surface. 

As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either comply with 
all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not complied with. See 37 
CFR 1.1 1 1(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a).
